THE HISTORY OF THE CHURCH OF 
GOD, CANTON, OHIO. 

The Church of God in Canton, Ohio, 
was set in order March 26, 1922, with 
a total membership of eight: Reverend 
Rambert, state overseer, set the 
church in order with Rev. Thomas 
R. Warden as pastor. 

Reverend Warden heretofore had 
been the leader of this little inde- 
pendent mission known as Full Gos- 
pel Mission of 18th Street, S. W. God 
spoke definitely to Rev. Will Allen, 
of Akron, Ohio, to go and preach “The 
Church of God” to the folks on 18th 
Street. He at that time did not know 
anything about this mission even be- 
ing there, but he obeyed the Lord, 
brought them the message, and was 
followed up a few weeks later by 
Reverend Wallace, of Akron. Reverend 
Warden and his people accepted the 
message gladly and turned the work 
over to The Church of God. Several 
years later, through much work and 
sacrifice, the little congregation and 
its pastor erected a very nice little 
church building. 

About the middle of the year 1929, 
Rev. Louis L. Turner took over the 
pastorate of the church and rendered 
faithful service. 

In 1930, Rev. Roy J. Staats, of Ak- 
ron, Ohio, was appointed pastor. The 
Lord definitely blessed his efforts and 
the church continued to grow and 
expand until it became necessary to 
build an addition. to the building. 


This new addition was built and paid 
for during Reverend Staats’ ministry 
with us. ; 

In 1937, Rev. Joseph H. Hughes, of 
Akron, Ohio, became our pastor. 
Shortly after his coming, the small 
debt that remained on the little 
building was liquidated and eager 
plans and activities started toward 
erecting a new building. The build- 
ing fund started with a few pennies 
given by a little girl. In the spring 
of 1941, the ground was broken and 
the church was dedicated in Decem- 
ber, 1941. This huge undertaking was 
finished only through the wonderful, 
untiring efforts and cooperation of 
both congregation and pastor, and is 
a monument to what faith can do. 
The seating capacity of the church 
is 700. There is also the pastor’s study 
and the secretary’s office, and in the 
basement are nine lovely Sunday 
School rooms, one of which houses 
the church library. The appraised 
value of the church is about $75,000. 
(We expect to have this indebtedness 
completely paid off by June of this 
year.) Reverend Hughes also con- 
ducted a weekly radio broadcast over 
WAKR, Akron, for a period of about 
two years. 

At the present time, Rev. G. W. 
Hodges, of Tampa, Florida, is our 
pastor. He has been with us since 
October, 1944, and we appreciate with 
all our hearts the earnest and loving 
service he has rendered. He/ works

sinner in whose face you look as you 
pass along the streets. It is true his 
heart still beats, he still goes about 
the duties of this material life, ‘and 
yet his soul is dead in trespasses and 
sin: He is half dead. What are we do- 
ing about it? 

In verses 31, 32, we read what hap- 
pened to this poor man as he lay 
along the road, slowly but surely los- 
ing his valuable lifeblood. 

“And by chance there came down 
a certain priest that way: and when 
he saw him, he passed by on the other 
side. And likewise a Levite, when he 
was at the place, came and looked 
on him, and passed by on the other 
side.” You'll find my text in those 
few words “he passed by on the other 
side.” 

The priest came by first, the one 
who was supposed to be concerned 
about men’s souls. But he didn’t even 
stop. When he saw the man was in 
trouble, he passed by on the other 
side. 

Likewise, the Levite, one whose duty 
it was to help with God’s program, 
stopped and looked at him, and passed 
by on the other side. 

There are many ministers today, 
in almost every denomination who 
claim to be shepherds, with whom 
God has entrusted the watchcare of 
men’s souls. But they have betrayed 
their trust. They are not shepherds, 
but hirelings. They have starved the 
souls of their congregations. When 
men, maimed by sin, their hearts 
wounded and bleeding, half dead as 
it were, come into their services, in- 
stead of going down the right side of 
the road and telling them the story 
of the Lamb of God that takes away 
the sin of the world, they pass by on 
the other side. They pass by repent- 
ance, the new birth, the blood of 
Christ, the blessed gift of the Holy 
Ghost which endues men’s lives with 
power for service. They, with their 
laymen, of whom the Levite can be 


a type, have also passed by love, mer- 
cy, and judgment. They no longer 
believe in that great commandment, 
“Love thy neighbor as thyself.” 

Friends, may I ask you this soul- 
searching question today? When you 
come face te face with the issues of 
life, are you passing by on the other 
side? Many today who claim to be 
children of God and members of His 
Church, are passing by duty and 
loyalty to the cause of Christ, They 
make no effort to lift up fallen sin- 
ners, they do nothing to help lead 
the footsteps of erring youth. If those 
who name the name of Christ fail 
to bind up these broken lives, who 
will? 

Let me ask you who are enjoying 
the blessings of salvation today: Who 
brought you the glorious message of 
hope? Who won.your poor sin-sick 
soul to Christ? It wasn’t a man who 
passed by on the other side, or a 
group of people who were afraid to 
put themselves out in order to ad- 
minister to your soul’s needs. No 
doubt there were many meals spent 
in fasting, many nights of agonizing 
prayer for those who watched for 
your soul, before you came into the 
glorious light of the gospel. The 
blessings which we every one enjoy 
today were not handed down to us 
on flowery beds of ease, but “many 
fought to win the prize and Sailed 
through bloody seas.” The old pio- 
neers preached many times without 
food, without sufficient clothing, they 
drank branch water, walked many, 
many weary miles to spread the won- 
derful story. What if they had passed 
by on the other side? Where would 
you be today? Let us take the path 
that leads to Calvary, and not for- 
get that He who died there, came to . 
bind up ‘the brokenhearted, just as 
the good Samaritan poured in the 
oil and wine and bound up the wounds 
of the man who was so wounded by 
the thieves. 

This is a long old journey from 
earth to heaven. Let us not be among 
the number who pass by on the other 
side.

BURIED 9 HOURS AND LIVES 

Donald Morris, thirty-two, a navy veteran, was digging a 
well at Norwell, Mass., and when he reached a spot twen- 
ty-three feet below the surface of the ground, a cave-in 
occurred, burying him beneath the avalanche of rocks and 
earth for nine hours. 

An hour before rescuers reached him, they received the 
first assurance that he had survived as he shouted: “Keep 
digging. I’m alive. Don’t stop now.” 

Medical experts were unable to explain how Morris sur- 
vived the ordeal. Some believed oxygen had seeped up a 
pipe from the water below. Others said his navy training 
in breathing and his service in submarines pulled him 
through. 

His eight-year-old daughter, Carole, however, believes 
it was her prayers that saved her daddy. She said: 

“It was God and our prayers that saved my daddy. The 
men worked hard to get daddy out of the well, but it was 
God that was helping him all the time. God brought him 
back to us. 

“I prayed. My mother prayed. We all prayed and a min- 
ister we didn’t even know came into the house and prayed 
with us. I am still praying, for the doctors say that daddy 
is still pretty sick and may get pneumonia. God saved him 
for us and I know He won’t take him away now.” 

Donald Morris is confident that his daughter’s prayers 
shall effect his complete recovery. 

Prayer to a living God in the precious Name of His be- 
loved Son, Jesus Christ, is a reality—and does work won- 
ders! What a grand thing when children are reared in 
the nurture and admonition of the Lord and trust Him 
early in their lives and know how to pray, and not become 
hysterical in the hour of trial!—By Tom Olson, in “NOW.”

ACCIDENTAL FACTS 

One person in 13 is killed or injured by accident each 
year. One in every six deaths of men between ages 20 and 
55 years is accidental. 

On the basis of recent calculations, more than 90,000 per- 
sons meet death from accidental causes every year. 

For every accidental death, there are about 100 disabling 
injuries. 

19 persons are accidentally injured every minute.

Eight times as many people are killed or injured each 
year as die from natural causes. 

In 1944, more than 24,000 people were killed as a result of 
automobile accidents — an average of more than 2,000 a 
month, or 500 a week. 

One person was killed in an automobile accident every 
21144 minutes. 

There are 10 times more accidents in which people are 
disabled than there are fires. Despite this fact, many people 
neglect to buy accident insurance, whereas nearly all com- 
bustible property is covered by fire insurance.

“And it shall come to pass afterward, that | will pour out my spirit upon all flesh; and 
your sons and your daughters shall prophesy, your old men shall dream dreams, your young 
men shall see visions; and also upon the servants and upon the handmaids in those days will 
1 pour out my spirit,” Joel 2:28, 29. 


“Afterwards” means after Jesus was 
crucified and rose again, ascended 
and sent the promise of the Father, 
which is the Holy Ghost, back to 
earth. Jesus Himself being assembled 
with them (the disciples and others), 
commanded them not to depart from 
Jerusalem, but wait for the promise 
of the Father, which, saith He, “Ye 
have heard of me. For John truly 
baptized with water; but ye shall be 
baptized with the Holy Ghost not 
many days hence,” Acts 1:4, 5. Was 
this scripture fulfilled? “And when 
the day of Pentecost was fully come, 
they (the Christians, not church 
members) were all with one accord 
in one place. And suddenly there 
came a sound from heaven as of a 
rushing mighty wind, and it filled 
all the house where they were sit- 
ting. And there appeared unto them 
cloven tongues like as of fire, and 
it sat upon each of them. And they 
were all filled with the Holy Ghost 
and began to speak with other 
tongues, as the Spirit gave them ut- 
terance,” Acts 2:1-4. By this scrip- 
ture we see the promise of the Father 
has come and is still coming to those 
who meet the conditions as the one 
hundred and twenty did, and He is 
just as real today as then. Now why 
not look for and expect those things 
promised by our blessed heavenly 
Father? “But ye shall receive power, 
after that the Holy Ghost is come up- 
on you,” Acts 1:8. Power for what? 
To preach the gospel; heal the sick; 
cast out devils and many other won- 
derful things we can do, if we will 
only tarry for enduement of power. 

John answered, saying unto them 
all, “I indeed baptize you with water; 
but one mightier than I cometh, the 
latchet of whose shoes I am not 
worthy to unloose: he shall baptize 
you with the Holy Ghost and with 
fire,’ St. Luke 3:16. These precious 
promises are overlooked by most of 
the churches of today as something 
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of the past and only for the disciples.

Let us see if 
this isn’t right: “But, Peter, stand- 
ing up with the eleven, lifted up his 
voice, and said unto them, Ye men 
of Judea, and all ye that dwell at 
Jerusalem, be this known unto you, 
and hearken to my words: for these 
are not drunken, as ye suppose (they 
are drunk all right, but not on whis- 
key or wine, but the SPIRIT of GOD), 
seeing it is but the third hour of the 
day. But this is that which was spoken 
by the prophet Joel: (Eight hundred 
years before Christ, this was spoken, 
now today it is being fulfilled in your 
eyes.) And it shall come to pass in 
the last days, saith God, I will pour 
out of my Spirit upon all. flesh: and 
your sons and your daughters shall 
prophesy, and your young men shall 
see visions, and your old men shall 
dream dreams: And on my servants 
and on my handmaidens I will pour 
out in those days of my Spirit: and 
they shall prophesy,” Acts 2:14-17. 
Who will prophesy and for whom is 
this blessing? Do we need this today, 
and does the Bible teach that He is 
for us now? Let us see what the Bi- 
ble says, not what I say, but the 
blessed Word of God. Brother Peter 
is still talking, “For the promise is 
unto you, and to your children, and 
to all that are afar off, even as many 
as the Lord our God shall call,” Acts 
2:39. This reaches us today, down in 
1947. Glory be to God! The promises 
made to God’s children then are for 
His children today, and I am glad 
they are, and every child of God needs 
the blessed Holy Ghost in these last 
days. We can live so much better and 
He will teach us the blessed Word 
of God, He will help us pray as never 
before. Our preaching will never be 
very successful without Him in His 
fulness. 

These wonderful things happened 
in the year 30 A.D. Did the Holy 


Ghost ever fall on any others except 
the one hundred and twenty in the 
upper room at Jerusalem? Let us see. 
Eight years later, we hear Peter 
preaching again. He is at Caesarea, 
at the house of Cornelius, and Corne- 
lius had sent for him. “While Peter 
yet spake these words, the Holy Ghost 
fell on all them which heard the 
word. And they of the circumcision 
(the Jews) which believed were aston- 
ished, as many as came with Peter, 
because that on the Gentiles also was 
poured out the gift of the Holy 
Ghost.” Notice, please, that this was 
the gift of the Holy Ghost, not sal- 
vation. Well, how did they know they 
received the Holy Ghost? Let the Bi- 
ble tell us. “For they heard them 
speak with tongues, and magnify 
God,” Acts 10:44-46. “Well, this was 
for the Gentiles,” some will say. “Do 
believers need this baptism today?” 
Let us see. Fourteen years later, there 
was a man named Apollos, “a certain 
Jew born at Alexandria, an eloquent 
man, and mighty in the scriptures, 
came to Ephesus. This man was in- 
structed in the way of the Lord; and 
being fervent in the spirit, he spake 
and taught diligently the things of 
the Lord (no doubt this man was 
called Dr. Apollos but he needed the 
Holy Ghost), knowing only the bap- 
tism of John (this is water baptism). 
And he began to speak boldly in the 
Synagogue: whom when Aquila and 
Priscilla had heard, they took him 
unto them, and expounded unto him 
the way of God more perfectly (or 
taught him that he needed the bap- 
tism of the Holy Ghost),” Acts 
18:24-26.. 

“And it came to pass, that, while 
Apollos was at Corinth, Paul having 
passed through the upper coasts came 
to Ephesus: and finding certain dis- 
ciples, he said unto them, Have ye re- 
ceived the Holy Ghost since ye be- 
lieved? And they said unto him, We

With a great sense of responsibility 
and reverence, I stand before this con- 
vention today, to deliver a message 
to the ministry of the Church of God. 

You have enjoined upon your state 
overseer certain duties, as recorded 
in your 1946 General Assembly Min- 
utes, page 198, one of which is to 
conduct one or more district conven- 
tions on each district during the year. 
You have also asked him to officiate 
at all ordination services in his state, 
at district or state conventions, 

At the 1946 Assembly, it was de- 
cided to have an order of the ministry 
between the regular licensed evange- 
list and the ordained bishop. This 
you have chosen to call the “ordained 
evangelist.” The Assembly is specific 
in stating whom should be ordained. 
I quote from the 1946 Minutes, page 
187, paragraph 4, under the heading 
“Ordained Ministers”: 

“That licensed male _ evangelists, 
who have had four years of service 
and are at present actively engaged 
in either pastoral or evangelistic 
work, be ordained, if found eligible, 
and that future applicants for the 
ministry be required to serve as ex- 
horters for a period of one year of 
active service in the ministry before 
they will become eligible to be li- 
censed or ordained evangelists.” 

It is our desire to carry out this, 
our duty, today, and I am happy to 
see the brethren here with their fami- 
lies, as I will have something to say 
to their wives and children.

Our Master once said to some of 
His followers, “You have not chosen 
me, but I have chosen you and or- 
dained you.” John 15:12-17, “This is 
my commandment, That ye love one 
another, as I have loved you. Greater 
love hath no man than this, that a 
man lay down his life for his friends. 
Ye are my friends, if ye do whatso- 
ever I command you. Henceforth I 
call you not servants; for the servant 
knoweth not what his lord doeth: but 
I have called you friends; for all 
things that I have heard of my father, 
I have made known unto you. Ye 
have not chosen me, but I have 
chosen you, and ordained you, that 
ye should go and bring forth fruit, 
and that your fruit should remain: 
that whatsoever ye shall ask of the 
Father in my name, he may give it 
you. These things I command you, 
that ye love one another.” 

Titus 1:5. The aged apostle Paul 
left Titus on Crete that he might 
“ordain elders in every city.” 

In Asia Minor, the apostle is great- 
ly interested in the churches which 
he has been instrumental in helping 
to establish, so we are told that they 
“ordained elders in every church.” 

BISHOP 

1. Superintendent. 2. Overseer. 3. 
Ruler (Presider). 4. Watchman. Acts 
20:28, “Take - heed therefore unto 
yourselves, and to all the flock, over 
the which the Holy Ghost hath made 


you overseers, to feed the church of 
God, which he hath purchased with 
his own blood.” 

Heb. 13:7, “Remember them which 
have the rule over you, who have 
spoken unto you the word of God.” 
V. 17, “For they watch for your souls.” 
A bishop, therefore, is an ordained 
minister who has the oversight of the 
church and cares for souls, hence a 
pastor or shepherd. In many organi- 
zations (including the Church of 
God), the bishop fills the highest of- 
fice in the church. While there is 
great responsibility resting upon him 
(he watches for souls)., there is also 
much honor conferred upon him. I 
Tim. 3:1, “This is a true saying, If 
a man desire the office of a bishop, 
he desireth a good work.” 


ELDER 

Gen. 50:7, “And Joseph went up to 
bury his father: and with him went 
up all the servants of Pharaoh, the 
elders of his house, and all the elders 
of the land of Egypt.” These were, 
no doubt, the officers of the land, 
as Joseph was a great man among 
them at this time and they were 
honoring him, 

It was to the elders of Israel that 
Moses directed his message. Exod. 
3:16, “Go, and gather the elders of 
Israel together, and say unto them, 
The Lord God of your fathers, the 
God of Abraham, of Isaac, and of 
Jacob, appeared unto me, saying, I 
have surely visited you, and seen that 
which is done to you in Egypt.” Verse 
18 tells us that the elders “ac- 
companied Moses to see Pharaoh.” 
Thus, we find the elders helping with 
the work of the Lord all the way 
through the Old Testament. It is pos- 
sible that the term “elder” was 
carried over to the Christian church. 

Titus 1:5, “Ordain ‘elders’ in every 
city.” 

Acts 14:23, “Ordain ‘elders’ in every 
church.” 

I Tim. 5:17, “Elders that rule well 
are to be counted worthy of double 
honor.” 

The titles “elders” and “bishop” are 
used interchangeably in Titus 1:5, 7, 
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“For this cause left I thee in Crete, 
that thou shouldest set in order the 
things that are wanting, and ordain 
elders in every city, as I had ap- 
pointed thee: For a bishop must be 
blameless, as the steward of God; 
not selfwilled, not soon angry, not 
given to wine, no striker, not given 
to filthy lucre.” And verse 9 says that 
they are to hold “fast the faithful 
word” and “by sound doctrine both 
to exhort and convince the gain- 
sayers.” 

I Peter 5:1, 2. They are to “feed 
the flock of God.” James 5:14. They 
are to administer to the sick with a 
promise that “the Lord will heal them 
in response to a prayer of faith.” 

EVANGELIST 

A preacher of the gospel; a bringer 
of good news. Timothy was interested 
to do the work of an evangelist. 
Philip, one of the special seven who 
were chosen because they were found 
full of the Holy Ghost and wisdom 
to do a special work, was afterward 
called an evangelist. He was certain- 
ly doing the work of an evangelist 
when he went to Samaria and 
“preached Christ.” 

The writer of Ephesians made a 
distinction between the teacher, pas- 
tor, and evangelist. Evangelism is, 
and has been since Pentecost, the 
paramount issue of the Church, and 
God-called, anointed, burden-bearing, 
sacrificing, trail-blazing ministers of 
the gospel, who will dare to take their 
Bible and heed the Macedonian call, 
“Come over and help us,” are in de- 
mand. 

While I am sure the ministerial 
titles, to which I have referred, carry 
a difference of thought, anointing, 
and work, I am convinced that all 
should have some of the qualifying 
characteristics of each of them. God 
may use one of us in one field of 
labor, and another in another, but if 
we are fully given to Him, and dedi- 
cated to His cause, we may be used 
of Him in whatever work He would 
need us. So may we abide in our 
calling. 

DEACON 


More is said in the Bible about the 
qualifications of deacons than about 
their work. We read in I Tim. 3:8-13, 
“Likewise must the deacons be grave, 
not doubletongued, not given to much 
wine, not greedy of filthy iucre; hold- 
ing the mystery of the faith in a 
pure conscience. And let these also 
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first be proved; then let them use 
the office of a deacon, being found 
blameless. Even so must their wives 
be grave, not slanderers, sober, faith- 
ful in all things, Let the deacons be 
the husbands of one wife, ruling their 
children and their own houses well. 
For they that have used the office 
of a deacon well purchase to them- 
selves a good degree, and great bold- 
ness in the faith which is in Christ 
Jesus.” Webster says he is “a sub- 
ordinate officer in the Christian 
church.” Many believe that the seven 
who were chosen by the apostle be- 
cause they were found to be “of 
honest report and full of the Holy 
Ghost and wisdom,” were deacons. 
Much could be said on this topic, but 
suffice it to say “the deacon is a 
servant of the church” serving under 
the pastor. 


EXHORTER 


We use this term to represent those 
beginning in the ministry, and a local 
order of the ministry. 


CONDUCT 

“Let no man despise thy youth; but 
be thou an example.” 

“Take heed unto thyself, and to the 
doctrine.” 

“The elders that rule will be 
counted worthy of double honor.” 

“A bishop must be blameless,” as 
well as to have a “good report.” 

A minister of the gospel is “God’s 
representative to the people.” 


HIS FAMILY 


“Even so must their wives be grave, 
not slanderers, sober, faithful in all 
things.” 

God has not ordained that the wom- 
an should usurp authority over the 
man, but He created her for a “help 
mate.” She is not to put all of his 
earnings on her back (or should I 
say face?), but she is to “adorn her- 
self in modest apparel, having the 
hidden man of the heart adorned 
with a meek and quiet spirit.” Prov- 
erbs 31 tells us of the virtuous woman. 
Verse 23 states, “Her husband is 
known in the gates, when he sitteth 
among the elders of the land.” 

A young preacher’s wife once said 
words to this effect: “I count it my 
duty to make my husband a success 
in whatever work he chooses.” 

God bless our good, God-fearing, 
hard-working, self-denying, sacrific- 
ing preachers’ wives. When their 
husbands get their rewards, I am 
sure they will not be left out. 


HIS CHILDREN 

I Tim. 3:4. A bishop must be “one 
that ruleth well his own house, hay- 
ing his children in subjection with 
all gravity.” 

God said of faithful Abraham, “For 
I know him, that he will command his 
children and his household after him, 
and they shall keep the way of the 
Lord to do justice and judgment; 
that the Lord may bring upon Abra- 
ham that which he hath spoken of 
him.” 

To the man of God who does not 
try to control his family, God thun- 
ders out a warning, as recorded in 
the Bible, 1 Sam, 3:13, “For I have 
told him that I will judge his house 
for ever for the iniquity which he 
knoweth; because his sons made 
themselves vile, and he restrained 
them not.” We see by reading Chap- 
ter 4:12-18. that God’s wrath was up- 
on Eli’s family because he “restrained 
them not.” V. 18, “And it came to 
pass, when he made mention of the 
ark of God, that he fell from off the 
seat backward by the side of the gate, 
and his neck brake, and he died: 
for he was an-old man, and heavy. 
And he had judged Israel forty years.” 

There has been many a minister 
who, because of the position he held, 
has restrained his family and when 
his children were grown, they have 
thanked him for the training which 
they have had. 


HIS SUPPORT 

God has so recognized His minis- 
ters and their families’ needs that 
many years ago He instituted the 
tithing system so they may be cared 
for, and their needs may be supplied. 
Once, when the people had failed to 
do their duty, and the priest and 
Levites had gone to the fields to 
labor, His accusations were not 
against the ‘priest, but against His 
people, for said He, Neh. 13:10, 11, 
“And I perceived that the portions 
of the Levites had not been given 
them: for the Levites and the singers, 
that did the work, were fled every 
one to his field. Then contended I 
with the rulers, and said, Why is the 
house of God forsaken? And I 
gathered them together, and set them 
in their place.” 

I Cor. 9:7-11, “Who goeth a war- 
fare any time at his own charges? 
who planteth a vineyard, and eateth 
not of the fruit thereof? or who feed- 
eth a flock, and eateth not of the milk

Matt. 1:21, “And she shall bring 
forth a son (son of Mary), and thou 
shalt call his name Jesus.” 

It has been said by a bygone Bible 
student that, “Jesus Christ was the 
earthly Son of a heavenly Father and 
a heavenly Son of an earthly mother.” 
This can be proved by the above Scrip- 
tures. Not only do these Scriptures 
state this, but the very name of Jesus 
Christ silently implies the fact that 
our Redeemer was both God and man. 

Jesus is the Latinized Greek form of 
Joshua and there were possibly many 
Joshuas and Jesuses in the time of 
Christ, hence “Jesus” was the proper 
name given to Him to show the man 
part and “Christ” was added to iden- 
tify Him as the promised Messiah. 

In Jesus Christ we see both God and 
man, the human qualities and also the 
divine qualities. We do not say, how- 
ever, that in Christ there was a God- 
soul and a man-soul, neither do we say 
that there were two personalities in 
one body, but that there were two 
distinct natures mysteriously and 
miraculously united without confusion. 

We may ask the question, How can 
this be? We do not know the answer, 
nor do we need totry tosolve this 
question until we have solved other 
problems, such as, What is gravi- 
tation? or, What is the life principle 
in a small grain of corn? Until these 
questions are answered we shall ac- 
cept the facts that corn grows and 
gravity still exercises its power, and 
that God became flesh and dwelt 
among us. 

The Holy Scriptures clearly present 
the human and divine natures of 
Christ. He was to be born of a virgin 
in Bethlehem, yet His going forth has 
been from old, even from everlasting. 
His human nature began to exist when 
He was begotten of the Holy Ghost in 
the womb of the virgin Mary, but His

divine nature existed from eternity. 
Jesus Christ is truly man and truly 
God. 

It is impossible for God to die, so 
Jesus must be man in order to die for 
the sins of the world.

During His ministry here on earth, 
the Lord displayed these two natures.

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ANNUAL CONVENTION 
India, Jan. 27—Feb. 2, 1947 

Though we were disappointed in 
not having our son Paul, with his 
family, and the French family with 
us for our annual convention, yet “we 
know that all things work together 
for good.” We prayed and the Lord 
met our need. 

The first meeting was held in the 
large pandal erected for the conven- 
tion on the night of January 27. It 
seemed discouraging when a big rain 
came down that night, but not many 
were present at this first gathering. 
The next day, after a meeting, there 
was a light passing shower which soon 
ceased. At times during the week, 
there were heavy showers in places 
surrounding our campgrounds, even 
in one place only about a mile away, 
but none came to us. 

Folks began to pour in from out- 
stations, especially from the Tamil 
field, in such numbers that it was 
hard to find places and cater for 
them, for about twice as many as 
were expected came from outside. 
However, the Lord enabled us to have 
enough rice to feed them and they 
were fed with spiritual food. We be- 
lieve they have gone back to their 
respective stations with a fresh vision 
and inspiration for the future. 

In our missionary meetings, in- 
spiring messages and appeals were 
given for workers for unevangelized 
towns and villages and for out-sta- 
tions with no workers at present. As 
our worker, Brother Matthew, of the 
Telegu field, comes to the convention 
year after year, he begs for at least 
one family to go back with him, and 
this year he determined not to go 
back until he got one. A man and 
his wife have volunteered to go and 
we trust will soon be on their way. 

Matthew has gone back, taking his 
wife’s sister Sarah, who is one of our 
Bible women, to help in the work, 
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in the Sunday Schools, 
where a large part of the children 
are from Hindu homes; in one Sunday 


especially 


School, all are from Hindu homes. 
Sarah has been in our Bible school 
and has been with us for a number 
of years. Though she is not strong 
in body, yet she has a vision of the 
need. It means much to leave her 
aged, widowed mother, and go to a 
place 600 miles away, where she will 
have to learn another language. 

Matthew’s wife did not come for 
the convention this year, but bravely 
stayed by the work to hold on while 
he is away. Will you pray for them? 

From Friday to Sunday, the Lord’s 
presence was especially felt in the 
meetings, and the Lord used our 
Brother Edward Crick as he gave out 
the Word under the anointing of the 
Holy Spirit. As he spoke on Sunday, 
from Eph. 1:3, those who listened 
could feel that they were experiencing 
a little of the joy of heaven down here. 

The children from our orphanage 
helped in the services with their songs 
in English and. Tamil, some of them 
being motion songs. They looked very 
nice in their new uniforms; the girls 
in blue dresses and the boys in green 
shirts and white pants. Several of 
these children have the baptism of 
the Holy Spirit, and sing these songs 
of praise in the Spirit. 

On Sunday morning, twenty-five 
followed the Lord in water baptism;

GOOD NEWS FROM CUBA

We are glad to report that the Lord 
is blessing the work here in Cuba, 
especially in the Havana area where 
we now have three missions. 


The latest additions to our number, 
in the City and Province of Havana, 
include two missions run by Rev. 
Francisco A. Villalonga, assisted by 
Brother Jose A. Gonzalez. One of the 
new missions, located in the extended 
area of the city, is carried on within 
the confines of a lawyer’s Office, 
where we do not have any rent to pay. 
The other local church, which is well 
Situated in a suburban town, meets 
regularly in the home of a prominent 
citizen, who, with his family, has 
lately embraced the tenets of these 
full-gospel Pentecostal truths, as 
taught in the Church of God. 

We are building a new brick church 
and parsonage at the latter place 
and it is hoped they will be ready for 
occupancy at an early date. The brick 
work on both buildings is practically 
all done, and most of the roofing is 
already on the church. We are cover- 
ing the church with corrugated, ce- 
ment-re-enforced composition roof- 
ing. So far, all the work has been 
done by volunteer labor, and the 
building material was bought on the 
pay-as-you-go plan. 

Reverend Villalonga is a_ public 
schoolteacher and chemist by pro- 
fession, and he is well qualified, hav- 
ing studied at the University of Ha- 
vana. He has the baptism of the Holy 
Ghost moreover, and he is a very 
able speaker. We hope he will soon 
be able to devote all of his time to 
the ministry of the Word. Brother 
Gonzalez has not yet received the 
baptism of the Holy Spirit, but he 
is a real live wire for God. These 
brethren formerly belonged to another 
American organization, known as the

holds some strange beliefs relative 
to a church flag, they carry about, 
and the founding of “The Church,” 
by one Mr. Tomlinson; all of which 
they endeavor to associate with 
prophecy in course of fulfillment.
